A terrible accident occurred on tho 
Boston and Providence railroad yesterday 
in which thirty-two persons were killed. 

The London Siaiuhml has received a 
eijihor despatch sajdng that an misuccess- 
ful attempt was made to assassinate the 
Cztir. 

Bismarck gave a dinner on Saturday 
night to the loaders of the various politi- 
cal parties Tirhich voted;.:fpr 'the septSh- 
nate. 

• Patrolman O'Neil in an attempt to ar- 
rest a man ak Boston, on Sunday night, 
8ua])ected of burglary, was shot three 
times and cannot live. 

The pope has asked Cardinal Manning 
for his oiiinion on the subject of capital 
and labin-, and will await a reply before 
writing liia encyclical. 

Frank M. .Scott, cashier in the i)ublish- 
ing linn of Webster it Co., of New York, 
has been arrested for the embozzlemeiit of 
$20,000 from the linn. 

President Clevehuiil has coimiinted the 
sentence of D. W. Vanderhoof of Minne- 
soUi, who was sentenced fco ten years for 
einbiizzling, to live years. 

Severe snow storms are raging in the 
north of England, and in Ireland and 
Scotland. A niiinbm" of vosaels have been 
obliged to put back for aheltor. 

The recurrence of the earthipiake at 
diilerent points in the Riviera has induced 
a fresh rush of tourists at Monte Carlo 
from Nice. Cannes and San Romo. 

Two more of the leaders in the recent 
iiiBinrection at Riistchulc have been sen- 
tenced to deatli, and 125 other partici- 
jjanta in it have been sentenced to death. 

The czar will aeiid the (iraiid Duke 
Vladimir and tho Grand Duke Miclmel, 
together with a largo suite to Berlin on 
tho occasion of the Emperor Williant's 
birthday, as a mark of his cordiality. 

Advices from Kustchuk say that four- 
teen commisaioned otlicora who ])articii);it- 
ed in the recent revolt were shot on Fri- 
day morning near Lvu.sgrade. All jirivate 
parties concerned in the revolt have been 
pardoned. 

D. Weir, who is wanted by the Michi- 
gan authorities for crimiiiHlly as.saulting a 
y(juiig girl while eho was lying ill with 
typhoid fever in tho hospibil at Oscoda, 
Mich. , will bo handed over by the Cana- 
dian authorities. 

Serious dill'erencos (ui the Irish (luestioii 
have arisen .among the conservatives. A 
pressure has been put upon tho govorn- 
uient not to introduce a new land bill, but 
to submit legislation in the direction of 
land piirchabe only. 

.lolin O'Cirady who killed Mrs. .lohanna 
Cleary by throwing a lighted lam]) at her, 
and who was convicted of murder in the 
second degi'ee, was st^nteiiced to twenty 
years in San t,)iienlin by .Judge Wilson at 
San Francisco on .S;il iirday. 

In the chandler of de]jutie8 at Rome, 
Saturday, Signor Criapi made a motion 
censuring the government, which was lost 
by a vote of 214 against 194. Tho oppo- 
sition considers t h.it the siiiallness of the 
majority amounts to a vote of censure. 

Edward ( J oldeiisnii, brother of the de- 
fendant Ooldensoii, in the Mamie Kelly 
case at San Francisco, who was lined 
for refusing tt) answer a (piestion of the 
court had his fine cancelled on Saturday, 
having given a satisfactory explanation of 
his conduct. 

All work on the U. S. cniiserH Chicago, 
.Mlanta and Bo.stoii has been BUHiiemlcd 
pending the deei.sion by the attonii?y-geii- 
el al whether they can be poni])h'ted by tho 
navy departmont, in view of tho failure 
of congress to make a specific appropria- 
tion for the purpose. 

The Diiily Ni'irs atiys the only basis for 
the rejiorls of dissunsion in the cabinet is 
that (ioHclieii favors a sweeping land imr- 
cliase scheme, while his colleagues suiipoi I 
a less lieii^ic agrari.in reform.

Ill Moiiie w.-iy the cu.stinns aiilh- 
orities leariietl tbi.s fact,. Thiiy ascerlaiiu-d 
no such i|UantitieH pas.sed through their 
Imiiils as W(ti e biiing sent out of the city 
regularly. Carijful investigation revealed 
to them t hat the opium was being brought 
tlirougli .Vnierica by way of British Col- 
unibi.a, ahijiped thence to Ontarii! only lo 
diHa[ipear and liiid its way to Dijifoil. A 
search for the ollendera resulted to-day in 
the arrest of 11. A. West, a teni]ioraiy 
resident of thia city. West was Liken be- 
fore Fnited States Coniiiiissioner (iieavea 
this afteniodii and helil in 810,01)1) bonds 
to apjiear tci-morrow and answer to the 
ohfirge of smuggling. The customs ollicers 
say lliat liy smuggling tliis o])iuni the 
government has been swindled out of 
nearly $60,000 oUstoniB duties. Tho opium 
was sent out of this city usually to Cali- 
fornia and labelled "glassware," "drugs," 
< )n its receipt in Windsor it appeared as 
Chinese curios.

IIai.ih-as, N. S., March 14. — There is 
a division in the ranks of the provincial 
govonniuiiit supported 6v6p the repeal of 
tho union ([uestion. Since tlie Dominion 
elections the provincial cabinet have loft 
the aecussion i| uestion suveroly alone, and 
when the legislature met on 'riiursday the 
great (|ueation upon whifflitlio two general 
eloctioiiB have been run whs onlj' incident- 
ally mentioned in a three line sentence in 
the specwUv f njnl- the.tliw This' con- 
teuiiituous 'treatiiiont of the' question 
gn^itly annoyed honest secessionists sup- 
porting the yoveriiiiieiit, and they have 
set to work to uiako the government's 
])ositio]i more iiiiconifortable than ever. 
Rep(;aler.s got up in the legislature yester- 
day and rouiidly denounced the hyi)ocrisy 
and trickery (if the government which 
they wore supiiorting, iiiul demanded to 
know wlietlier (he government moant to 
gt) on witli the seeessioii agitation or not; 
but both tlie I ireinier and the at torney -gen- 
eral refused togiveanj' indication of their 
future policy. One of the goveninient 
su|)porter8 nn tho floor of parliament de- 
clared himself not only a secessionist but 
an annexationist. The attorney-general 
hiuiBolf is a well -known iiniiexationist, but 
has iievisr so declined himself in parlia- 
ment.

Tho blockadu of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway by avidanclies of snow has rovivcd 
interest in apamplilotby "Pliilo- Veritas," 
an iinonymous writer that appearoti at 
Monti'oal early in 1885. Tho intention 
of the C. P. 11. to abandon tho lino by 
Yollowhoad pass and adopt one by Kick- 
ing Horse and Roger.* passes had keen 
announced, ;ind ''Philo- Veritas' "appear- 
ance in print was for the purjioso Oi' de- 
nouncing the ])ropi>sed change as a grave 
iiiid fatal error of Mr. Van Huriio, who 
was described as wif,hoiit engineering 
ability !ind bent on j>ushing the road 
at breakneck Mpeed to gain personal 
knitos.

Tho writer laid it down that Mr. V^nii 
Home was entirely responsible for the 
lino ;is located and cinistructed. tie bad 
had tbo whole unelialleiiged direction of 
tho company and tho expenditure of the 
immense resources at its command. The 
writer went on to claim that Yellowhoad 
pass, which was clioseii by Mr. Fleming 
in 1872, was the lowest, of all passes anil 
free from climatal objections. It |)re- 
aeiited no risk from tho fall of glaciers or 
of being impeded by avalanches or land 
slides. The curves were not sharji and 
the maxin^um grade was 1 in 100. On

ness, The last surmise was doubtless the 
correct one. The ^oneof ,pjimpldot is 
so bitterly jioraonal that it niust liavo been 
written in tho interest of those who liad 
sull'ered or who expected to suH'or from 
the Working of tho new road. Tho 
recent accident in Rogers pass 
and the present stoppage in through com- 
munication will be seized upon 'by the 
enemies of the road as pretexts for an- 
other onslaught; but the detractors must 
not forget that the winter, ■which is now 
happily at mi end, w.as an exceptioiially 
severe one all over the cuiitinont. There 
have been blockades on all the roads. 
Tho Central Pacific siiS'ered' fpom ava- 
lanches and communication was severed 
for five days ab a Btrotoh. Tho Soubhoni 
Pacific suffered fi'om^vashouta and freshets. 
The Northern Pacific was snowed under 
for severid days. Is it surprising, then, 
tlijit the Canadian Pncilic, now nmlorgoiiig 
its^lirat winter experience in a country 
altogether unknown should have met with 
serious interruptions, when older lines 
further sQufch have 'suffered' from' siiuiilar 
causes ? "Philo-'Voritas" and his admirers 
will crow shrilly over the misfortunes of 
the new line; but it is tho opiniim of rail- 
way men of long experience that had the 
winter been of only ordinary severity, few, 
if any, obstacles to constant comuiiiiiiea- 
tioii would have been met with on the 
Canadian Pacific.

We were t,(ild 
nearly twenty ciiiiturieS .'l'40 that it is eas- 
ier for a camel to go thfoiigh the e,ye of a 
needle than for a rich man to enter the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and though com- 
plaisant preachers explain that this jiro- 
positioii iini.Ht be regarded as iiiotapliori- 
eal, and merely meaning to imjily that 
wealth involves temptationH from wliicli 
poverty is exempt, there can be no ijues- 
tiou but riches have drawbacks. The 
more property a man possesses, the' more 
his cares. Even the acquisition of a dog 
)!• a horse adds to one's sources of annoy- 
iiico; and when one has houses, and 
stocks, and laiidH, and nio'iiey invested in 
various ways, no day can pa.ss without 
something hajiponiiig to rutlle the temper 
iiid disturb the digestion. A perfect 
philosopher sees his property depreciate, 
his houses burn down, his debtors fail, his 
enterprises collapse, with composure and 
rtureuitv. Hut there are .so few 
jiorfect p'.i!o.<o])hers in the workl ! 
Mr, (ioubt can never take up ;» 
pajier witliont siieing himself charged with 
oU'eiiKcs which he never committed, or 
without noticing that some one at least, 
of Ills multifarious properties has dopro- 
ciated in value. 'I'liis anno3'8 him, and he 
groans. liiit wo notice that the groans do 
not lead liiin to sell all that, he liath and 
give to the poor. And yet in a inodilied 
form, this injunction of tlie Lord conbiiins 
tho only cure for Mr. (joiild's malady. 
The only relief from the ill-temper which 
pi'oci'i-ds from t he imuoyaiiccH inm-p.ai.-ilile 
from we.'iltb is in having .some .siibji.-ct to 
which the mind c;ui be dn'ertird with a 
cer(jiitity that it will bo soothing and 
pleasant. A rich man can always provide 
himself with BUoh'B subject by tlevoting a 
portion of his wealth to' a project of pub- 
lic benevolence. The late \. T. Stewart, 
who was a nimi of naliirally nioroHe 
teiii]ier, confessed th.at be was iiulelited tn 
his Loll}; Island City sclioiiio and lii.s 
work-people's lodging house scheme for 
the sleep ho onjoyed in tho later years of 
his. life, But. fojSi bhomi be: would have 
boen a victim of insomnia. It is singulai 
how few rich iiicii ilevol-e their money to 
public objects. Astor founded a library; 
Stew.'irt built a cathedral; Vanderbilt oii- 
iwed ;i medical college and iiniveisity ; 
his son is building a cliib-liouso for the 
Now Y^ork Central ompLiyds; Lick found- 
ed an observatory, and Stanford is oudow- 
iiig a university ; a few others, scattered 
1' the count ly, .-is widl in the United 
Slates as in Canada, liavu left meiiinrialH 
f tlieii v,'eah,h in public buiklings. IJut 
by far the greater number of rich men 
content themsolves with Iciving a 
few thousands by t heir wills to lioHpiUnM 
or asylums, and bei|niiat,h the bulk of 
their riches to idiildren who wniild 
be much betl.or ofl' without tlioiii. Not 
once in a dozen cases docs the In ir of !•. 
rich father .'iino.int to atiytlxing. llu is 
sat ujion by his money, and in tlio struggle 
of life is uucuronioiiidUHly elbowed out of 
tho way by men of brains. Thus a douhlo 
wrong is committed. 'I'he man who made

And one happy feature of 
the projxjseil increase of taxation waa that 
it would iKit fall upon the poorer classesat 
all, but upon the rich alone, that is, if a 
tax as light .as a feather could bo said to 
fall upon any cla.ss. .Some honorable 
lui'mbeis might la; o|)posed to borrowing 
on .any terms — iniglit bojiovg iu always 
keeping tho expenditure lyitMn tho rovor 
line, but he could scarcely think it iiossi- 
ble that any intelligent jierson would real- 
ly ilesire to return to the miserable, 
cheese p.iring policy of a jireviiMis adiiiin- 
ialratioii. The st.it esmanship of tho 
former government consisted solely in 
making revenue and expenditure coine out 
even, Ajid tlio result of tUeir policy was 
stagnation '(iricl riegloct, ruin and decay in 
ids and bri<lgi^s, Tho honor- 
le genl.leniaii illustrated tho 
ditlei ence bel wix'ii the policy of the pres- 
ent and past governments by rocouiitiug 
the bisloiy of two farmers who commenc- 
ed on e(pial terins some years ago, Tho 
one farmer pursued tho narrow, over- 
careful j)olicy,tlio other tho moro enterpris- 
ing and |irogi(?ssive jjolicy; and although 
both were scjber, imlustrious nion, tho 
formiu- is I(j day cutting his grain with the 
old'fashioned sickle, while the latter for 
many years used thu mostimprovod macli- 
iiieiy and has now retired to enjoy a well 
earned competency. The same principle 
held good in commercial life and in state- 
craft. There wore times and circum- 
nUkncuu vfhou it was wise «nd ^prudent to 



borrow money, and ho believed this prov- 
ince to bo in that position. Although tho 
revenue wiis increasing, the demands for 
expoiidituro upon reprotliictivo works was 
more lupidly iiicreasiag, and it would bo 
our true wisdom to borrow the money 
while wo could do so'dn^fajtirable terms, 
and expend it upon siSch 'works as would 
tend iu thu greatest degree to open and 
settle tho country and thereby increase its 
revenue-producing power and prosperity. 
This could only be iiccomidislied by a 
liberal and progrossivo policy calcidated to 
develop our Untold mineral wealth and 
establish domestic industries. British 
Columbia was, on account of its immonao 
area, geographical position and varied and 
iniineiiBo resource, entitled to r.vnk, and 
it would undoubtedly soun rank, as tho 
most important province of the l)(uniiiion, 
and it remained for tlie house devise such 
wise and liberal measures as would push 
it on to its true destiny. (Applause.) 

Mr. Beaven,in replying to tho hon. pro- 
vinciid sccrotary, said ho would have ex- 
pected to have heard soniotliing fioni him 
us to why the government bail notajiiiointed 
n])ersoii to anollice which they bad said to 
be in the public interest, namely, theotlice 
of finance luiniater. If it had boon right 
a year ago for a fourti^ minuter to bo em- 
ployed' and 'paid by tlie couiiiry 'th'at min- 
ister was ei[ually necessary now and tiie 
country had a right to o.xpect S(jiue ex- 
planation of this matter. The fact that 
the peo])lo had declared at the polls they 
did not ap])rove of the course pursued by 
the late minister of finance did not alter 
tho case, lie regretted that , statements 
made by tho p'rbvincial adorotary in re- 
gard to tho tinaiicus of tlio country could 
not be accepted. Cmitrary to revenue 
having increased it li.ul considerably de- 
creased since 1883-84, while the expc^ndi- 
turehad largely iucreaseil. Thegovernmc.ut- 
said they had not taken lulvantiige of the 
loans which they had been authorized to 
make and this was quite true, but they 
had made overdrafts at the b.auk eipi.al to 
the proposed lo;ins, wdiich left thi: ri've- 
nues of tho [jrovincu in practically the 
same position. 'J'Ir; goverimient had 
sold the dry dock and bad the adv;iiitage 
of increased revenues during railway con- 
struction, still they had run the provinci! 
into debt to such an extent that they 
were now fiu'coil to make this loan in or- 
tlor to retain their seats. 'I'hey could not 
]>ossibly otherwise ji.-iss the estimatei. 
When he had ;ip|)earetl Ijcfore the elec- 
tors at the last general electi(Ui he point- 
ed out that the only courses o^jen to t\u: 
government 'were to increase taxes or 
raise money by loans. He wtmld confess 
that he had not expected them ti> do bot h. 
The iiositimi of things was that eilhiu- this 
loan had to bo tlo.atod i.ir the province 
would be bankrupt, for the amount re- 
((uired to moot the expuuilit ore could nol 
bo raised by t<ixation. But there was a 
limitation to the borrowing power of .m 
individual and there was also a limit ti > 
the borrowing of the ])ri>vince. A day ol 
reckoning was coming some time ■•iml ii 
was the goverimient which slnadd fc^llow 
the [H-eselit one that would, feel the ellects 
of tho credit of tho province now beine 
ruined by tho present government. 1 le 
referred to- the- fact ' that' he - had often 
instanced as a reason why manhood suf- 
frage should be the law in this [)rovince 
by the lack of independeiieo diplayed by 
the seni(ji' member for N.ui.aimo and he 
was probably the l.ar^'est pri>perly owner 
in the [)rovinee. He tlu rido'e thought 
that representation shoultl not bo in tin 
haiida of property owners. 

Mr. Dunsinuir — 'Y<m once favored [n o 
perty reprt^si.'iitat ion. 

Mr. Be.iven W'ldl, if I did, your con 
duct Would chaiigt! my opinion. It is well 
known that your friemls in N'anaimo got 
up a petition, and as your payniiuits are 
virtually what the voters there live ujjou, 
none dared to refu.se t<i uigii-the i>etition. 
It was virtually bribeiy at elections. 

Mr. Tnriu'r Is not Mr. Hunsmuir 
electeil by m.-uiliood sntl'rage 

Mr. Beaven — Ve.s, but In? places his 
money w hore it will be of the greatest atl- 
v»nl;ige. 

Mr. Dunsuiuir — Yes, and. that is more 
than you coiil^iHo, You are - elected by 
government votes. 

Mr. Beaviui, continuing, said in refer- 
ence to the taxation (jf l.-unl, be had eon- 
tended that it ahoiilil la^ diuieiM' i.(/<ov;;i. 
There was a great deal of kind in tliis 
province which would be excessively taxed 
at seven cents por acre. The lirst item in 
the estim.'ites of expenditure w.is r.it Imr 
stiirtliiig. One hundred and two thous- 
and made a [U'litty big hole in a nn'eiiue 
of 8525,001); iil.'JO.Ooi) t.i carry (Ui the ex- 
penses of the governim-Mt in the \ai"ious 
dopartiiieiits was .another pretty good item 
to i)ay out of a revenue of .'^525,()l)().
